So Says Dreyſus Demanding 
: New Trial. 
— — 
He Calls for Vindication and 
Long Delayed Justice. 
Letter that Promises to Cause 


Tremendcus Agitation in 
French Capital. 


THE ASSOCIATED —A.M.) 

PARIS, April 22.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
le.] Alfred Dreyfus has submitted to 
Minister of War Andre a lengthy let- 
ter in which he asks for a reopening 
of his case by means of an investiga- 
tion by the Minister, as the supreme 
head of military justice. The letter. 
which is dated Paris, April 21. con- 
firms the reports that Dreyfus has been 
living quietly here for some time. It 
| promises to cause a tremendous agi- 

tation among the various elements of 
the political groups for and against 
Dreyfus. The first part of the letter 
is an earnest plea that the court 
which condemned him at Rennes was 
improperly influenced, first, by the 
annotated document ascribed to Em- 
peror William, and, second, by the 
faise testimony of one of the wit- 
nesses, Czernuski. 

After arguing on the extent to which 
these contributed to his coydemnation, 
Dreyfus recalls in graphic terms the 
long series of horrors to which he was 
subjected. 

The letter throughout is COuched in 
a highly-dramatic style, which is like- 
ly to make it one of the notable papers 
ot the case. It refers to Esterhazy as 
“one who stands before the entire 
world as the culprit.” 

One of the leading showing 
the rhetorical style is as follows: ; 

„I will not recall, Mr. Minister, what 
I have endured since 18894. Picture to 
yourself the horrors of a soldier whose 
whole life was devoted to duty, to 
work, to loyalty, and to profound de- 
votion for his country, and who in an 
instant is stripped of his good name 
and despoiled of the honor of himself 
and his children. For five years this 
soldier is subjected to horrible suffer- 
ings. They seek to crush him physi- 
cally, to annihilate him morally. He 


struggles in vain to penetrate the mys- 
tery, proclaiming his innocence, and 
struggling with all the forces of his 
mind and body for that supreme pleas- 
ure of vindicating his good name and 
character. Days, months, years pass 
thus in most cruel agony, amid the 
tortures of a murderous climate. At 
last he is brought back to France, the 
guilty one is discovered and the sol- 
dier hears himself proclaimed inno- 
cent by those who before reviled him 
as a traitor. It was thus, Mr. Minis- 
ter, that I hoped to see my martyr- 
dom ended. 

“Rut alas, if I returned to find the 
devotion of friends who had battled for 
the truth, it was to find also that 
deadly hatred had been unloosed. 

“In the processes of 1894 I was stab- 
bed in the back. I cannot imagine 
how such conditions can vail 
through falsehood and deception. But 
so it was, and my second condemna- 
tion was but an aggregated reaffirma- 
tion of what occurred in 189%. When 
the guilty one was known and un- 

Esterhazy was recog- 
nized as the author of the treason, the 
same men who cheated justice in 1894 
-again sought in 189 9to cheat justice 
for the second time, by the same crim- 
inal maneuvers. Conscious of these 
methods, the government of the re- 
public will not permit itself to keep 
in prison one who is known to be in- 
nocent. 

“In constant thought of ultimate le- 
gal revision I have reassembled little 
by little all the divergent elements of 
the testimony contributing to my con- 
viction. I have scorned calumnies 
and faleehoods. I have remained silent 
with the firm conviction that justice 
would surely have its day of triumph. 
The victim of criminal tactics and vio- 
lation of the law twice committed 
against me, I now address myself to 
the supreme chief of military justice, 
and, supporting myself by new facts 
which have been elicited, and by the 
existence of the pretended bordereau 
annotated by 5 William, I beg 
to ask that vou in&@titute an inquiry, 
p> frst, upon the uses made of this false 
document at Rennes. and the conse- 
auences it produced on those rendering 
judement: second, upon the false and 
fraudulent testimony of Czernuski at 
Rennes.” 

After a deferential salutation. the 
letter Is signed “Alfred Dreyfus.”

TO SIXTY MURDERS. 


SENTENCED 10 CRUCIFIXION BY 
CHINESE AUTHORITIES. 
Tragedy at Sea—Sixty-five Lives Lost 
in Japanese Colliery—Munitions of 
War for Kwangsi Rebels*—Russia’s 
Fine Scheme. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 
VICTORIA (B. C.) April 22.—Advices 
were received by the steamer Empress 
of China of the crucifixion of a Chi 
nese desperado in Kwang Tung, who 
confessed to sixty murders.

A fishing junk left port 
with eleven souls on board, and 160 
miles off Hongkong, three men, armed 
with revolvers, seized the vessel, mur- 
dered the master, his concubine and 
child as they slept, and threw their 
bodies overboard. They cowed the 
master’s wife and other members of 
the crew not in the plot. These men 
watched their opportunity, and when 
two of the men were below they over- 
powered the other and threw him over- 
board. Another jumped inte the sea, 
and a third was secured in the hold, 
but escaped when near shore by cut- 
ting a hole in the vessel's side and 
sWimming ashore. 


COLLIERY DISASTER. 


News was received in mails from 
Japanese ports of a disastrous colliery 
accident on April 2 Sixty-five lives 
were lost as a result of a fire at the 
Otu colliery, Kinshu. The loss of life 
would have been much greater but the 
day was a local holiday. Out of the 230 
workmen but 113 male and female em- 
ployés were at work. 
RUSSIA'S LITTLE SCHEME. 

Viceroy Yuan Shi Kai has addressed 
a memorial to the Chinese court, urging 
that negotiations be opened with Rus- 
sia to prescribe some limit to the 
railway guards in Manchuria, for it is 
only in the guise of railway guards 
that Russia will be able to keep troops 
in that province after October 8. the 
conclusion of the final period of evac- 
uation. The Chinese statesman says in 
the memoriai that there are now 50,000 
in North China, and he says that this 
force should be reduced to 1000. The 
Chinese government ts said to approve 
of the Viceroy’s suggestion, but to be 
undetermined as to the wisdom of open- 
ing negotiations until after the final 
date for evacuation in October. 

ARMS FOR REBELS, 

Large sea shipments of war muni- 
tions intended for the Kwang Si rebels 
are still made at Canton and Hong- 
kong. News comes from Canton that 
20,000 mauser cartridges were captured 
recently, while being taken up the river 
as a result of the panic on the cargo 
boat, due to the appearance of an 
armed patrol boat. It is believed that 
a number of boatloads has already 
reached the revolutionists. 

MONETARY REFORM. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

PEKING, April 22.—An imperial edict 
just issued, orders Prince Ching, the 
grand secretary, to reorganise the 
financial system of the empire by es- 
tablishing a monetary standard for the 
entire country and starting-a mint at 
Peking to supply the provinces’ with 
uniform coinage. This step, which is 
due to Japanese influences, does not 


| necessarily mean that the scheme will 


be carried out. Former edicts have 
been nullified by the indifference of the 
Peking officials, and the opposition of 
reactionary viceroys.

NEW YORK, April 22.—The members 
of the New York Stock Exchange 
abandoned business today, and devoted 
themselves to the ceremonies incident 
to the dedication of their handsome 
new building. 
brief and impressive. After prayer by 
the Rev. Morgan Dix of Trinity Church, 
Ransom H. Thomas, chairman of the 
Building Committee, formally handed 
the new building over to Donald 
Mackay. president of the New York 
Steck Exchange Building Association, 
who, in turn, formally presented it 30 
Rudoiph Keppler, president of the ex- 
change, for the use of the members. In 
accepting the building, Keppler said: 

“The great markets of the world are 
so closely interrelated that, aided by 
the perfect means of communication 
which are now available, a panic in 
one hemisphere can be, has been and 
will be ,averted by the prompt and 
skiliful use of the machinery afforded 
by the exchanges in the other. 

“We should also remember that the 
exchanges are very important and very 
useful agencies for the successful dif- 
fusion of capital into the great chan- 
nels of trades and industry. 

“It follows, therefore, that great 
stock exchanges have become an es- 
sential necessity or adjunct to our 
own and other moneyed institutions; 
their interests are mutual, aud their 
facilities are practically indispensable 
each to the other. Certain it is that 
the business transacted on an impor- 
tant exchange, could not be conducted 
without the aid of banks, and I am 
encouraged to say—encouraged by the 
welcome presence with us today of 
many of the honored heads of the most 
important banking and kindred cor- 


| porations—that these very needs, aris- 


ing from business on the exchange, con- 
stitute one of the most important op- 
portunities for profit to the banking in- 
terests in the various money centers of 
the world. 

“Nor need I hesitate to allude to the 
spirit of patriotism, which has always 
animated the financial community of 
which our association forms an im- 
portant part, and to the ever-present 
readiness to contribute to the relief of 
suffering humanity. 

“While it is true that in the prac- 
tical pursuit of our business senti- 
ment is necessarily thrust aside, it is 
equally true that genuine sympathy is 
nowhere more spontaneous, more gen- 
erously and more practically demon- 
strated than in this ‘beast of Wail 
street.’ 

“The magnificence of our new home 
is only in keeping with the magnitude 
of our business. As in this, so also 
in the methods by which we adjust 
and settle our daily transactions, and 
in the extraordinary facilities afforded 
by our own Stock Exchange clearing- 
house, we may well claim first place 
among the exchanges of the world. 
Having reached it, let us maintain it. 

“Let us always remember the ob- 
jects of our association as laid down 
in the very first article of our consti- 
tution, namely, ‘to maintain . high 
standards of commercial honor among 
cur members, end to promote and in- 
culcate just and equitable principles of 
trade and business.’ 

“Living and acting by this standard, 
we shall have performed our duty to 
ourselves and to the public, whose re- 
spect and confidence we cherish and 
Honor and integrity are the 
watchwords inscribed in our es- 
cutcheon, which has passed down from 
generation to generation, and which 
shall ever remain unstained so long as 
we proudly lay claim to the name and 
title of the New York Stock Exchange. 

An address by Mayor Low, in behalf 
of the citizens and invited guests, 
followed, and the members and their 
guests, including many men prominent 
in financial and business circles, were 
shown through the buildfng. Among 
the invited guests were the president 
and secreta of the Consolidated Ex- 
change, the New York Stock Exchange 
thus, for the first time, recognizing 
that institution. The members of the 
Consolidated Exchange sent their well 
wishes, with a large floral piece con- 
taining 500 American Beauty roses. The 
boardroom, where the dedicatory cere- 
monies were held, was crowded long 
before the hour set for the opening, 
and the este were entertained with 
music. brokerage offices in the 
district were closed, and flags flew 
from flagstaffs in honor of the event. 

It is just two years since the work 
of tearing down the old building to 
make room for the new was com- 
and during that time the 
members have been accommodated at 
the New York Produce Exchange. It 
was expected that the work would be 
completed within a year, but the dit. 
ficulties were greater than the archi- 
tects and contractors had counted on. 
The building, which looks small be- 
side the skyscrapers by which it is 
surrou presents a striking appear- 
ance, with its massive and beautifully- 
carved stone pillars and decorations. 
The interior has been arranged looking 
to the comfort of ite members. An 
impregnable vault has been built for 
the safety of securities. The building, 
which fronts on Broad street, extends 
through to New street. with an open- 
ing on Wall street. as in the old bulld- 
ing. In the construction it was found 
necessary to go forty-two feet below 
the level of Broad street. In the cel- 
lar are the vaults of the safe-deposit 
companies and the vlants for cooling 
and heatine the building.

HULSE ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 
Three Men Were in Bakersfield Joss 
House Shooting at Officers—Several 
Men Arrested Yesterday. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

BAKERSFIELD, April 22.—Wiild with 
terror at the prospect before him, Al 
Hulse last night attempted to commit 
suicide in the County Jail. He broke 
a piece of iron from his bunk and at- 
tempted to sever the artery in his wrist 
in three places, and failed only because 
the iron was too blunt fo cut deep. 
When his act was discovered tl. morn- 
ing the Sheriff had everything removed 
from the cell, except a bed on the floor, 
so that he will have no further chance 
to do himself violence. 

When seen this morning the prisoner 
attempted to appear crazy, and talked 
in a rambling, incoherent way about 
some person having threatened to hack 
him to pieces and gouge out his eyes, 
and he thought he had better die than 
endure that. Then he abandoned 
this attitude, and talked rationally 
enough of the events leading up to 
the shooting, but in spite of his con- 
fession to Deputy Sheriff Tower last 
night, he again denied all knowledge of 
McKinney's presence in his room, or 
how he came to town. He dropped one 
hint. that will probably lead to another 
arrest at once. 

Edward Potter, a schoolmate and 
boyhood friend of the McKinneys, and 
now a street car motorman in this city, 
was arrested just before noon. He is 
aes of knowing too much about 
McKinney’s movements and entrance 
into the city. 

Frits Stumpf, a saloon-keeper who 
admits having visited McKinney's re- 
treat Saturday night and taiked with 
him, was also arrested. 

THREE MURDERERS. 

There were three men in the joss 
house on Sunday shooting at Officers 
Packard and Tibbet. This was demon- 
strated this afternoon beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. Tibbet was killed 
with a 256-35 bullet. It has always been 
a mystery why Packard did not fire his 
rifle, and investigation of the wea 
today disclosed the reason plainly. 
third man in the building fired a rifie, 
also a 30-30, and the bullet went straight 
to the muzzle of Packard's rifle, the 
main body of the bullet entering the 


gun and ging itself fast there, and 
the remainder spattering into his left 
arm. 

In an interview with Dr. Schafer in 


the jail Hulse accuses Dave Ingram of 
having been one of those who did the 
shooting. Asked as to how he knew 
this if he was not there himself, he said 
it must be so, use he knew that 
Ingram was with McKinney in the 
room.

CONVENTION HALL. 

The esteemed Evening Express, 
for some occult reason, appears to 
have constituted itself a sort of com- 
mittee of one to discourage and dis- 
credit the conventlon-hall proposition. 
Os Monday it returned to the attack 
with an article in which it was sug- 
gested that. because of the big halls 
in New York, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Boston and Salt Lake City, the larg- 
est, Madison Square Garden, accom- 
modates only 8443 persons, followed 
closely by the Mormon Temple with 
8000, therefore Los Angeles should 
be satisfied with a hall having a seat- 
ing capacity of 6000 persons, which 
the Express declares would enable us 
„to take care of all conventions for 
the next twenty years. All of which 
shows that the Express has but a 
feeble glimmering of an insight into 
the probabilities 6f what the near fu- 
ture has in store for the City of the 
Angels. Why, it won't be more than 
a couple of years before more people 
would crowd into a convention hall 
for the sake of hearing the able editor 
ot the esteemed Express work off one 
of his exhaustive papers—uniess, vf 
course, they happened to be otherwise 
engaged. 

Why dnoula We measure Los An- 
Seles by the foot-rule of other cities? 
Thie peerless metropolis of the Great 
Southwest is sul generis—one of a 
kind. It has, of late, led all the cities 
of tne United States in growth of 
population, in increase of postal re- 
ceipts, of buildings, of bank clearings 
and of many other things. During 
the year 1902 Los Angeles increased 
more rapidly in population and wealth, 
in proportion to its size, than any 
other city in the world. Why, then, 
should we figure upon what other 
cities have done when we come to 
contruct à convention hall, not only 
for the Los Angeles of today, but for 
the Los Angeles of ten, or twenty, 
Fears hence? “No pent up Utica con- 
_ tracts our powers.” The possibilities of 
Los Angeles are bounded only by the 
size of the universe and the Day of 
Judgment. | 

The eyes of the world are upon Los 
é.pgeles. Let us give them something 
worthy toilook at. Apavilion with a seat- 
Img capacity of 10,000 persons would 
be none too large, provided—and this 
is of course the most important ques- 
-tlon—that the acoustic properties of 
the building are all right. This point 
is being carefully kept in view by the 
committees who have charge of the 
preliminary work, and the esteemed 
Express may rest satisfied that there 
wii be no shortcomings in this 
respect. The great auditorium in Salt 
Lake City, with its seating capacity of 
8000, has such perfect acoustic prop- 
erties that a person speaking in an 
ordinary tone of voice may be dis- 
tinctly heard in any part of the hall. 
If this can be satisfactorily arranged 
in a building of 8000 capacity, it is 
only a question of a little architectural 
reckoning to increase the capacity 25 
or even 50 per cent., through the 
Process of quick-sliding partitions en- 
bling two balls to be thrown into 
ome in case of need. Nor ts it by any 
means necessary that such a building 
should present anything of a barn- 
like or clumsy appearance. Those 
who had the pleasure of visiting the 
wonderful White City at Chicago will 
remember that there were some 
pretty large buildings there, and it 
has not yet been charged that any 
of them were “barnliike.” 

Let the esteemed Express calm it- 
self, and Los Angeles will soon boast 
of a handsome convention hall large 
enough to comfortably accommodate 
ail the paying subecribers of the 
Evening Express, with a little room to 
pa re. 


Williams and Beale. the two bullies 
and bruisere who assaulted Editor 
Marriott in his own home. and who 
have been sued by the newspaper man 
for $100,000 damages, put up the plea 
of self-defense. It ia evident that 
there are some people in this country 
who have yet to learn that every man's 
house is his castie, and that he has a 
right to defend the premises with any 
old gun, ax, club or other weapon that 
he can get hig hands on. _But as Mr. 
Marriott is the only one who got shot 
im the recent fracas, it seems to be 
clear that he failed to find anything 
handy. And more’s the pity. 


ANNA’S “REPLY” TO PARRY. 

Soon after the publication of the 
vigorous and telling address of Presi- 
dent Parry of the ,American Manu- 
facturers’ Association, an announce- 
ment was made that Senator M. A. 
Hanna, of Ohio, would shortly reply 
to the statements put forward by Mr. 
Parry. Senator Hanna has labored 
and brought forth his so-called reply. 
The accouchement was yery much like 
that of the mountain which labored 
and after sore travail brought forth 
a mouse. 

If we may properly form’ an opin- 
ion from the telegraphic report of 
Senator Hanna's alleged reply to Pres- 
ident Parry, it was composed prin- 
cipally of claptrap and evasion. He 
did not attempt to answer the reallg 
important questions raised in Mr. 
Parry's address. This was because, 
perhaps, the position taken by Mr. 
Parry is impregnable, and the argu- 
ments which he advanced are prac- 
tically incontrovertible. Mr. Hanna 
wisely refrained from butting his head 
against a solid stone wall. 

Mr. Hanna dwelt with some em- 
phasis upon “the brotherhood of man.” 
Now, the brotherhood of man is some- 
thing beautiful to contemplate—espe- 
cially in the abstract. But the brother- 
Rood of man does not, as a rule, lead 
men to burn or blow up with dyna- 
mite the homes of other men whose 
only offense is that they do not be- 
long to a trade union. It does not 
necessarily lead to the shooting, stab- 
bing, mauling and otherwise mistreat- 
ing of men for the same reason. It 
does not require for its exemplifica- 
tion the pérsecution of women and 
children, even though they may-have 
committed the unpardonable offense 
of naving, as their bread-winners, 
non-union husbands and fathers. Nor 
do tne highest ideals of the brother- 
hood ot man necessarily require for 
their full realization the denial, to all 
men who refuse to join labor unions. of 
the right to work (which means, in 
this connection, the right to live.) 

Here is the way Senator Hanna “re- 
plied” to the statement put forth by 
Mr. Parry that labor unions ought to 
be made legally responsible for their 
acts, by incorporation or otherwise: 

“The gentleman [Mr. Parry] cites an 
example as to the irresponsibility of 
organized labor and repeats the argu- 
ment that in order to be dealt with 
on the part of the employers there 
must be some legal responsibility. 1 
am opposed to it. I am opposed to 
any such conditions, under the con- 
ditions that exist today, if for no other 
reason than that we have not reached 
any such point yet.” 

And in this vein Senator Hanna 
vent on, talking a great deal, but 
saying practically nothing of con- 
sequence, and scarcely attempting to 
controvert the vigorous and brave and 
forceful plea of President Parry on 
behalf of American manhood, of 
justice, of law, and of human rights. 
If Senator Hanna can say nothing bet- 
ter in defense of trade unionism and 
its methods than he said in his alleged 
reply to President Parry, he would 
better remain silent. 


ANTI-TRUST CAMPAIGN. 

A Washington dispatch to the 
Brooklyn Eagle, published in The 
Times of yesterday morning. quotes a 
member of the Cabinet as giving the 
“inside story” of the recent meeting 
between the Président and J. P. Mor- 
gan, about as follows: Mr. Morgan 
said to the President—“Mr. President 
what do you mean by attacking me 
and those associated with me in busi- 
ness by ordering your Attorney-Gen- 
eral to bring suit against the North- 
ern Securities Company?“ The Pres- 
ident, as the story goes, looked Mr. 
Morgan straight in the eye and asked: 
“Mr. Morgan, are you violating the 


law?” “We are not.“ replied Mr. 
Morgan with emphasis. “Then,” re- 
torted the President. “you have 


nothing to fear in the course that I 
have pursued in this matter.“ 


This is a very good story, whether 
it is literally true or not. It doubtless 
expresses, with literalness and faith- 
fulness, the purpose of the Pres'dent 
and his advisers in the campaign 
which they have initiated against the 
trusts. The President's political op- 
ponents haye seen fit tq attempt to 
belittle the anti-trust measures that 
have thus far been taken. This is 
for obvious reasons—and these rea- 
sons are not highly creditabie to the 
opposition. But it is entirely eafe to 
predict that before the movement is 
ended even the President's opponents 
and would-be critics will come to the 
conclusion that he is very much in 
earnest in this matter, and that his 
earnestness will bear fruit in the form 
of measures of far-reaching im- 
portance. 

The Times does not belteve that this 
movement against the trusts has been 
undertaken for spectacular effect. nor 


aS & measure of mere political ex- 
pediency. It believes it has been un- 
dertaken from a sincere desire on the 
Part of the President and his advisers 
to enforce the law, to discover whether 
existing laws are sufficient to meet 
requirements, and to secure the endct- 
ment of further legislation if it be 
found necessary to cure the confessed 
evils that have been evolved from the 
trust system. The first duty is to en- 
force the law as it stands. Those who 
are not violating the law have no rea- 
son to fear its enforcement, as the 
President is reported to have told Mr. 
Morgan. If the law be enforced with 
reference to all corporations reported 
to have violated it, and it be found 
insufficient to reach all cases, it will 
be time enough to amend '. The 
remedy for the law's defects will pe 
forthcoming when those defects shall 
have been made clearly apparent. 


President Roosevelt and his admin- 
istration will allow their hands to be 
forced by the demagogues of the 
Hearst type, who will use every pos- 
sible endeavor, in the next Congress, 
to make political capital out of the trust 
question. If these demagogic ranters— 
of whom William R. Hearst will be 
one of the foremost and the most 
noisy in Congress—could have their 
way, an indiscriminate warfare would 
be begun—for political effect only— 
against all aggregations of capital, 
good and evil. The Hearst howler 
may be expected to exploit his 
demagogic campaign forall itis worth 
(which is not much) at the next ses- 
sion of Congress. But the wind will be 
taken out of his sails most effectually, 
so far as this question Is concerned, 
if the administration continues to pur- 
sue, as it undoubtedly will do, a 
moderate, conservative, and just 
course with reference of the trusts. 

Are they violating the law? That 
is the pertinent question at the pres- 
ent time. On that basis alone the 
prosecutions should rest, and not upon 
the aspirations of any man or set of 
men to political power. 


N UNIONS Is NOT STRENGTH. 

A few days ago. in discussing the 
unreasonable demands of labor unions, 
and the weak points of those organi- 
zations, the proprietor of a job print- 
ing office in Los Angeles was quoted 
in The Times as follows: 


“What is there In union labor after 
you buy it? When you buy mer- 
chandise of any particular brand it 
generally has some special feature to 
recommend it. Vou prefer one brand 
to another because it gives you bet- 
ter service. But what is gained in 
buying the special brand of union la- 
bor? The mere fact that a man be- 
longs to a union is no recommendation 
as to his skill or character. There 
are no features of education or ad- 
vancement in the union’s teachings. 
There is not one moment devoted in 
any of their meetings to improving 
the efficiency of the members in their 
craft. When the term ‘union man’ 
shall signify ‘skilled labor When 
unions are organized to educate their 
members in their trades. to make 
them proficient in their vocations. in- 
Stead of studying how to take their 
employers by the throat; when union 
labor can be shown to be superior to 
the non-union brand, then there will 
be some object in giving it preference. 

“My experience as an employer has 
taught me that the seed of unionism 
bears much bad fruit. A boy enters 
a printing office with the ambition to 
become a proficient printer or press- 
man. «as soon as he learns the sim- 
pler details of the trade he is advised 
by the elder workmen to join the 
union, if he happens to be workine 
in a union shop. He 1s told that if 
he expects to follow the trede he wil 
have to have a ‘card,’ or he will be 
unable to get steady employment at 
good wages. With nagging and con- 
stant arguing he is rounded up and 
taken into the ‘beginners’ class—the 
Feeders’ Union. His initiation is made a 
hilarious occasion, being usually ac- 
companied with a keg of beer. After 
a few sessions of bie kind his ardor 
to master his trade becomes damp- 
ened: his mind becomes divided be- 
tween the interests of his emplover 
and his union: he becomes neglectful 
of his work. With the unton to back 
him he imagines he can be independent 
and takes chances on his employer 
discharging him for performing his 
duties in a lax way. Is it any wonder 
that the seeds of wunioniem thus 
nlanted and cultivated bear peace dis- 
turbers and bune'ers instead of loyal 
skilled workmen?” 


These remarks are absolutely true, 
and pertinent. The object for which 
the labor unions were organized, in 


early days, was not merely to enable 


them to make demands upon their em- 
ployers for higher wages and shorter 
hours, whenever they thought they saw 
an opportunity to put the screws on. 
but also to insure that each member 
should be skilled in his craft. Such 
were the trade guilds of the Middle 
Ages, from which the modern labor 
union has strayed about as far as it 
could possibly go, for nowadays, in- 
stead of encouraging skill and intel- 
ligence, and the training of good work- 
men, the members of unions are en- 
couraged to do as little work as pos- 
sible, and in many cases, ff they at- 
tempt to do as much as they would be 
wil.ng to do, they are made the sub- 
ject of abuse and violence. In short, 
the labor unions force every mechanic 
down to a dead level—a level estab- 
lisned by the least capable and least 
diligent of those with whom he works 
Evidently, such a rotten system as 
this cannot endure, for truth | ts 
mighty, and must prevail. There is 
no possibility of escaping this al- 
ternative. Either the labor union, a 
at present constituted, must radiéally 
change its methods, or be disbanded. 
or else the United States must necés- 
earily forfeit its commercial gquprem- 
acy in a contest with any country 
where wiser and more rearonable 
methods prevail.

FINANCING THE CANAL. 


Where the Money to be Invested Will 
be Easily Secured—A Big Deal That 
Causes No Worry. 

[Review of Reviews: A very re- 
markable thing is the fact that nobody 
has expressed the least concern about 
the vast sum of money that the United 
States government is going to expend 
for digging the canal. We have en- 
tered upon a century of huge enter- 
prises and of unprecedented resources, 
Wall street set afloat undertakings 
whose capitalization is in the hundreds 
of millions. But powerful, nowadays, 
as the allied forces of private finance, 
there ts nothing in the financial world 
to compare with the resources and 
power of the treasury of the United 
States government. The $60,000,000 
needed at the outset to pay the French 
and Columbians will be paid by Uncle 
Sam out of the surplus cash on hand. 
The $150,000,000 more or less, that will 
be needed to finish the canal, provide 
its terminals and meet all other 
charges connected with the enterprise 
will be provided by the sale of 2 per 
cent bonds at par. No other govern- 
ment at the present time can borrow 
so advantageously as ours. Thus, 
English consols, which are henceforth 
to draw 2% per cent. having previously 
been at a higher rate, were selling 
last month at a little above 90. The 
actual capital, therefore, for the Pana- 
ma canal will be furnished by private 
investors who are satisfied to have 
Uncle Sam's guarantee at 2 per cent. 
interest on their money. 

This superior borrowing power is 
what makes it feasible. for our gov- 
ernment to go ahead and dig an inter- 
oceanic canal where the private French 
company had to give up for lack of 
ability to get the necessary capital, 
and the American Nicaragua company 
had to abandon operations for a like 
reason. The Panama Canal will cost 
the United States nothing more than 
an annual interest charge of $4,000,000. 
The more quickly the work is pushed 
to completion, the sooner this charge 
on the treasury vin be met in whole 
or In part by the earnings of the canal 
as a productive investment. The Suez 
Canal, after paying all charges of 
operation, maintenance and improve- 


about $10,000,000, or 10 per cent. on the 
amount invested in the enterprise, 
approximately, 100.000. 000. 
With the improvements that have 
been made in the mechanical methods 
for canal digging, and resultant eco- 
nomics, it is quite possible that the 
canal may be bujit for the $144,000,000 
that was set down in the careful esti- 
mate made by Admiral Walker and 
the ingineers of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission. It is not unreasonable 
to believe that the traffic through the 
canal would soon become very large 
and that the canal tolls would amount 
to enough not only to pay the inter- 
est upon the bond issue, but also to 
provide an ample sinking fund for the

The result of 
analyses by the officers of the Board 
of Health shows that is difficult to get 
any article of food that is not adulte- 
rated or preserved with some chemical 
of a more or less deleterious character.

that she had succeeded in wresting the 
weapon from Mrs. Castle's hands, and 
had killed her in self-defense. 

The case afterward became one of 
the most widely noticed in the criminal 
annals of, this country. : 

Miss Morrison and the young woman 
who became Olin Castle's bride were 
employed in the same music store (in 
Eldorado) in which Olin Castle was a 
clerk. It was claimed in the trials that 
Olin Castle had been very attentive to 
Miss Morrison, who was ten years his 
senior, and that he had filted her in 
favor of the girl he married just be- 
fore the terrible tragedy. In contra- 
diction it was claimed that Jessie Mor- 
rison had wooed Olin Castle, and that 
he had been at some trouble to free 
himself of her advances. One point, at 
least, was established in the trials, 
namely, that jeaclusy between two 
women, or on the part of one of the 
two women, led to the slaying of Olin 
Castle's bride.

NORTHERN 
SECURITIES. 
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The Posilion Assumed by Mr. 
Hill and His Council. 


— ́ .— 


Rumors That are Founded on 
False Premises. 


— — 
Mr. Hill and His Associates are 
Confident of Winning on 
Their Appeal. 


—

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, April 13.—Current ru- 
mors with regard to means likely to be 
used by J. J. Hill and his associates to 
control Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern are absolutely without official 
color, and are founded on premises en- 
tirely false. These ruMfiors may be 
summarized as follows: 

A company is to be formed either in 
England or Canada to hold the stock 
for the two companies now held in the 
treasury of Northern Securities. 

Two holding companies instead of 
one will hold the stocks in question. 

Three individuals wil be chosen to act 
as trustees and hold in their names the 
stocks of Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific. 

A great number ef variations of these 
rumors is almost certain to be brought 
before the public during the next few 
months. Each and every one of them 
presupposes that Mr. Hill and his asso- 
clates expect to be beaten in their ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, and have 
therefore made plans to accomplish 
their end when the present method is 
finally declared illegal. Both these 
premises are false. James J. Hill fully 
expects to win the appeal, and no plaus 
whatever have been made or discussed 
in council to hold the stocks of Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific in case 
the appeal should be beaten. 

Official comment on the three rumors 
treats the first two as perfectly imprac- 
ticabie suggestions. Both of them 
would flatly transgress against a de- 
cision declaring the present company 
Illegal, and both of them copid be 
fought by the government, d would 
certainly be stopped if the presenmt-com- 
pany is illegal. The trusteeship sug- 
gestion is treated with some respect by 
Northern Securities people and is con- 
sidered worthy of deep consideration by 
the bankers and corporation lawyers of 
Wall street, who are willing io express 
their views upon it. The terms of the 
present decision seem to leave room 
for such a trusteeship. It is noted, also 
that E. H. Harriman and his host of 
corporation lawyers versed in all the, 
intricacies of interstate commerce law 
and railroad legistation have lately de- 
cided to transfer 300,000 shares of 
Southern Pacific stock held by Union 
Pacific to the name of William Rocke- 
feller, in the belief that this practical 


trusteeship will put that block of stock 
beyond the cope of all existing Anti- 
trust legislation. 

Tun LAW STUDIED. 1 


It will be idie to say that this ques- 
tion of how the stocks could be held in 
case the appeal went against the com- 
pany has not been given a good deal of 
consideratior by Mr. Hill and his 
friends. As a matter of fact, almost 
every possib!: form of tenure was thor- 
oughly considered and discussed in 
council before the present company was 
formed. No corporation lawyer could 
read the text of the present decision 
without giving some consideration to 
the question of what methods are lect 
open under that decision as well as to 
the question of what methods are pro- 
‘hibited. It may be sald in fact that the 
lawyers of Northern Securities have 
given some personal ‘ consideraton to 
thi “question since the decision was 
pu ed, but it can also be said that 
this question has not been discussed in 
council, and that the company's heads 
are not engaged in a search for an 
expedient. 

A question that is being asked by a 
great many people in Wall street is, 
“In case the final decision goes against 
Northern Securities, and it is necessary 
to redist¥ibute Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern stocks, what method 
will be followed by the Northern Se- 
curities Company? 

This question was just as vital be- 
fore the decision was rendered at St. 
Paul, but it had never occupied the 
public mind as it does at the present 
time. The matter rests exactly where 
it rests before the decision was ren- 
dered, and will remain in statu quo 
until the decision is finally rendered by 
the highest court in the land. Yet it is 
as true that the lawyers of the cor- 
poration have given this question some 
consideration as it is that they have 
given some thought to the other ques- 
tion of expedients. It tranepives that 
two possible methods of distribution at 
least will be open to the company in 
case the Supreme Court decides that 
such a distribution must take 181 

TWO POSSIBLE METHODS. 

7 firet method is the return to the 
holfers of Northern Securities’ certifi- 
cates of the actual shares of Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern deposted 
and exchanged for those certificates of 
Northern Securities. These shares of 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
are in the eafes of the Northern Se- 
curities Company, each stamped with 
the date of exchange, and with a mem- 
orandum of the conditions under which 
the exchange was made. This would 
be the simplest method, and the ob- 
vious result of it would be that the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
stock would rest in the hands. of those 
who at present hold the great bulk of 
Northern Securities certificates. This 
method was followed when it was 
deemed wise to distribute the assets of 
the National Wall Paper Company, 
some few years ago. 

The second method differs materially 
from this. It was followed when the 
Standard Oi] Trust was dissolved. The 
manner of it will be apparent from 
the following data: The Standard Oj] 
Trust was a holding company that held 
the stock of twenty oil-manufacturing 
concerns. It was declared illegal by 
the courts, and was ordered to dia- 
tribute the stocks of the subsidiary 


companies. In this distribution a holden’ * 


of stock of the Standard ol frust who 
had deposited, for example, 1000 shares

Labor Unions in Threaten- 
ing Altitude.

May Interfece With Many Lines 
of Industrial Enterprise.

Lessons of the Past Not Likely to 
Be Heeded on the Com-

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—It is 
many years since American industry 
faced May Day with such great un- 
certainty regarding the labor situation 
as at present. By custom the first 
day of May is the day when labor 
troubles become most acute—it is the 
day upon which labor, without consult- 
ing capital, settles whether there shall 
be a summer of industrial peace or a 
summer of industrial war like the war 
that occurred in the coal fields of Penn- 


syivania last summer. The appear-. 


ances at the present time all point to- 
ward a period of industria! violence— 
the storm centers of labor were never 
so widely distributed, and the restless- 
ness of the unions was never so great, 
on the surface, as now. With 
the exception of the coal business, 


the United States that is not threatened 
with the paralysis that comes from a 
labor strike. The cotton mills of New 
Dngiand are already in the war. Who 
cannot remember the last great strike 
fm those mills? It was about five or 
six years ago. At the time that strike 
started there were in great South 
very few cotton mills. The strikes 
Grove cotton manufacturers by the 
dozens to the South to establish mills. 
They went there because the South 
was then—and it is yet—comparatively 
free from labor unions. It proved a 
boon for the South, and it proved dis- 
astrous for New England. And this 
was the third severe lesson that New 
Bingiand had been taught. The other 
two were when she lost the tanning 
business, to a great extent, because the 
manufacturers of leather insisted upon 
conducting their business in their own 
way. Asa result of that fight the great 
tanneries of Peabody, Salem, Haver- 
hill and other places are rotting, un- 
tenated, while the tanning is being done 


ten years ago, came the great strikes 
in the New England shoe factories. 
Plant after plant was abandoned, and 
moved to the West and Norihwest, and 
while Lynn and Brockton are still cities 
of shoes, future growth in both of them 
has been ruined by labor troubles. 
Where other industries in other cities 
have kept pace in the last six years of 
American development—the greatest 
six years the country has ever known— 
the shoe business of New England has 
shown absolutely no development. More 
business has been done, as a matter of 
course, but let some one point to the 
mew factories that have been built. 
Where one has been built in the last 
six years, one has been closed, at least, 
and where One has been built and 
ne closed the record ought to have 
been twenty new ones erected. 
Taking the East generally, the agita- 
tion for strikes is simply appalling to 
American industry. The great ele- 
vated railway system in New York 
City is threatened with a shut-down. 
That would leave the Metropolis of the 
New World stalled in its tracks, unable 


properly to attend ot its affairs, for 


there are no adequate transportation fa- 
ellities in New York today, with the 
several elevated lines in full operation, 
and working night and day to their 
‘full capacity. On a broader scale, the 
structural iron workers of the country 
have started a strike, and as this let- 
ter is being written, the president of 
that union has issued a statement 
boasting that already, although the 
Strike is not anywhere near under way, 
his union has crippied building opera- 
tions in cities stretched across the 
‘country from San Francisco to New 
York. This blow to building opera- 
tions has fallen when the country is 
putting up more steel buildings than 
ever before. In Washington, even, 
there is a building boom, and new 
buildings to the value of several mil- 
lions of dollars are being put up here, 
where there is less demand for great 
Office and business buildings than in 
any other city of its size in the coun- 
try. This blow comes when the great 
industrial centers are practically un- 
@ermined by the work of making foun- 
@ations for new buildings. Manhattan 
Island looks like a place where cave 
Gweliers live, for the excavations that 
are under way for new buildings. This 
must stop for an indefinite period, be- 
cause the men who labor are ordered 
from their work by the union, and be- 
Sause, even if they are perfectly satis- 
fied with their pay and hours, they dare 
mot work after being ordered to stop. 

The boiler makers are threatening to 
De up shipbuilding if the demands of 
their union are not granted. But here 
fs a real tem: The union labor of the 
city of New York will stop drinking 
gertaih brands of beer if the brewers of 
those brands of beer do not hereafter 
and forthwith have the horses that 
. haul the beer from the breweries to 
the saloons shod with union shoes. Thi« 
stupendous matter of ethics and hich 
moral principle has been formally laid 
before the various unions by the 
Horseshoers’ Union, and the Centra! 
Federated Union of the city of New 
Work has instructed a delegation to 
gmake demands upon the brewers. Let 
any American citizen who labors at a 
trade and drinks any beer that he gets 
hold.of. or no beer at all, gaze upon 
that picture and contemplate the tnde- 

ence that he would feel in drifting 

to a saloon at the end of a day's 

work to ask if the horses that hauled 

his favorite beer to the saloon were 
shod with union shoes. 

It is considered improbable that the 
railroads will get through the spring 
and early summer months without 
trouble on some of the lines. Labor 
leaders who have been in Washington 
during the winter. say that the chances 
are that there will be a great ratlroad 
strike within the next few months, and 
that if it starts it will be a fieht to 
the finish on all of the roads. There i« 
plenty of materia! for an outbreak of 
vaiiroad strikes in the conditions ob- 
taining in New Preland and in the 
Middle West. but if there is to be tron- 
ble on the railroads, the unions would 
prefer to see it start in the West, 
‘where the fight would tmmediately 
broaden out to affect all of the roads 
doing a transcontinental or semi- 
transcontinental business. This would 
take in nearly all of the great roads 
of the country.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 
KNIFE AS CRIME PREVENTATIVE. 
[SPECIAL, CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIES. | 

SANTA BARBARA, April 22.—The 
use of the surgeon's knife as a pre- 
ventative of crime was recommended 
today at the convention of the Cali- 
fornia Medical Society, now in session 
in this city, by Dr. C. N. Ellinwood of 
San Francisco, who is dean and pro- 
fessor of medicine of the Cooper Medi- 
cal Institute in that city. Dr. Ellin- 
wood delivered—his lecture before a 
large body of physicians who were 
present from all.purts of the State, an- 
nouncing the text of his subject as be- 
ing “Surgery in Its Relation to the Re- 
striction of Clrime,”’ and including in 
his arguments the therapeutic use of 
vasectomy in certain mental diseases, 
and as a means of diminishing crime 
and the number of criminals. Dr. El- 
linwood took the ground that the crim- 
mal instinct, in mostcases, is the result 
of hereditary influences, and he declared 
that if the method of treatment pro- 

were to be adopted by the State 
authorities, there would be few peuple 
in the State penitentiaries charged 
with heinous crimes. ‘The best crit- 
inologists of the world, he contended, 
were agreed that one of the very best 
methods to bring about a diminution 
of crime and in the number of crim- 
inals was to prevent the perpetuation 
of the species in cases where the crim- 
inal was evidently beyond the power of 
reformatory influences. Morbid senti- 
mentality on the part of many who 
had vigorously opposed this method of 
treating confirmed criminals, said Dr. 
Ellinwood, was the only reason that 
could be offered for the failure of the 
legislators to put vasectomy into prac- 
tice at the penitentiaries. But, 
said, the day would soon be at hand 
when the people would become edu- 
cated to the idea, and that their rep- 
resentatives in the Legisiature would 
naturally respond to their demands by 
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passing the necessary laws to bring 
about this reform. Dr. Walter Lindley 
of Los Angeles, one of the trustees of 
the reform school at Whittier, in- 
dorsed the sentiments expressed by 
Dr. Ellinwood ,and open a general 
discussion of the subject. While those 
who took part in the debate expressed 
varied ideas as to details, all were 
united on the point that , vasectomy 
should be adopted in the worst cases, 
and it is expected that before the con- 
vention adjourns, the legislative branch 
will adopt a resolution formulating the 
ideas of the delegates into a petition or 
memorial which will be presented be- 
fore the next session of the State Leg- 
islature. 

Those who have been making a fight 
for Paso Robles as the place for the 
next meeting of the society seem to 
have had everything their own way, 
and there is little doubt that the dele- 
gates will select that place on a prac- 
tically unanimous vote tomorrow. San 
Francisco was put forth as a candi- 
date for convention honors last even- 
ing. but the delegates from the north- 
ern metronolis have made but little 
haedway.

The principal asphalt refineries of 
the State have established a sales 
agency which will be known as the 
Asphaltum Sales Agency, with head- 
quarters in San Francisco. The new 
agency will bare the backing of the 
Union Oil Company and will be under 
the management of John Baker, Jr., 
who is also manager of the manufac- 
turing and sales department of the 
Union. Oil Company of California. 

The agency is the outcome of the for- 
mation of the asphaltum combine, 
which went into active operation a few 
months ago. It embraces the principal 
refiners of the State and was organized 
for the purpose of establishing uni- 
form grades and the promotion of the 
more general use of asphaltum. 

Arrangements have been completed 
for the opening of the new sales 
agency. Offices have been secured in 
the Mills bullding in San Fri.ncisco, 
and at a recent meeting of the refin- 
ers, Who have pooled their interests, a 
new schedule of rates was adopted. For 
the present the ruling prices are as fol- 
lows: D grade asphalt, $13; C grade, 
$14; B grade, $15: and liquid or flux, 

These prices are for a ton of 2000 
pounds, gross weight, no tare allowance. 
SEEPAGE AT SAN PEDRO. 

San Pedro is properly excited over the 
discovery of a flattering indication of 
oli within a few miles of its bustness 
center, and there Is prospest of a re- 
vival of interest in oflly matters. 

It is now reported (Rat a good flow 
of seepage oil was found oozing from a 
small stratum in the bluff, about three 
hundred yards south of the govern- 
ment reservation. This find was made 
this week by James Olsen. The hill- 
side was partly caved in where the oll 
was flowing and was quite near the 
main bluff. 

Olsen believes if a well is sunk upon 
the spot a rieh find will be made. The 
oil is thick, and there are other evi- 
dences that would indicate the pres- 
ence of an oil-bearing stratum of im- 
portance.

MEXICO’S OIL CAMP. 

MOST COMPLETE IN WORLD. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
CITY OF MEXICO, April 22.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Edward L. Doheny, 
president of the Mexican Petroleum 
Company, and a party of directors who 
are in the City of Mexico on their re- 
turn from visiting the company's oil! 
camp at Ebano, are delighted with 
their trip. Since improvements which 
have been put in at Ebano, amounting 
to about $550,000 gold, Mexico can claim 


the most completKe oll camp in the 
world, ‘When the installations now In 
Progress are complete, the camp will 
be an up-to-date modern Iittle city, 
With butcher shop, bakery, boarding- 
house and electric-light plant, ice fac- 
tory and waterworks. — 

“These improvements include,” said 
Mr. Doheny, a standard-gauge ra- 
road from Ebano Station, passing the 
company’s refinery and extending to 
the most remote oll wells on the prop- 
erty. A first-class ofi-burning switch 
engine and five flat and oil cars have 
been ordered and will soon be received. 
This rolling stock will arrive within 
thirty days. — 

“A water-pipe line twenty-two miles 
in length has been laid. High pres- 
sure pumps and boilers, set in cement 
and brick foundations, are connecting 
with Tamesi River, which is the source 
of water supply to the camp. This 
plant was purchased ata com of $75,- 
000 gold. The pipe line is wholly within 
the property of the Mexiean Petroleum 
Company, and extensive oil exudations 
are found all along its entire length. 

A party of tank builders rom Chi- 
cago are erecting a number of large 
steel tanks for the storage of oll, and 
are using in construction a fine com- 
pressing plant property of the com- 
pany. wo of these tanks are thirty 
feet in height and ninety-five feet in 
diameter, and will hold 40,000 barrels 
of ofl each. The total tank capacity 
is about 126,000 barrels. 

“The storage plant will cost about

QUARTER MILLION DOLLARS FOR

Now the incorporation busi- 
ness goes through the hands of the 
Territorial Auditor, who turns in all 
moneys received, The number of Ari- 
zona incorporetions has not fallen off, 
as was predicted. Instead, incorporation 
business appears to be gaining, for 
half thedawyers in Phoenix are boom- 
ing it, where formerly the efforts of 
the Secretary were mainly relied upon. 
The annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Depari- 
ment of Arizona, adjourned last night. 
The new officers include: Department 
Commander, G. W. Sanders, of Wicken- 
burg: Vice-Commanders, I. M. Christy 
and R. K. Farns worth; delegates t 
National Encampment at San Fran- 
etsco, J. I. rrows; alternate, R. H. 
Greene. W. F. R. Schindler Is retained 
in the post of Adjutant-General, a 
place he hae filled for many yeurs. 
Two years ago the Legislature appro- 
priated $30,000 for Arizona's represen- 
tation at the Louisiana Vurchage Ex- 
position. Bonds for this amount have 
been sold, but not yet issued, owing to 
the year’s delay in opening the expos!- 


ton. The new board of managers, ap- 


pointed by Gov, Brodie last month, met 
yesterday in Phoenix and perfected or- 
ganization by the election of A. J. 
Doran as president; H. B. St. Claire as 
secretary, B. A. Packard as treasurer,

The Legislature last month passed 
an act providing for boards of health 
in charge of sanitary work in the Ter- 
ritory, in each of the counties and in 
the municipalities.

Measurements of Streams. 


During the summer of 1898, which 
was one of very great drought through. 
out the State of California, measure- 
ments of low water were made under 
direction of J. B. Lippincott in numer- 
ous streams upon which ordinarily no 
observations had been taken. These 
low-water measurements have been 
made in August, September, and (Oc- 
tober of each succeeding year, includ- 
ing 1902. 

Aside from the values of these meas- 
urements to irrigators, they have 
proved to be. of much interest and 
value to those already making and 
those contemplating water power de- 
velopment for the generation and dis- 
tribution of electric energy, because of 
the fact that the minimum flow of the 
stream is the controlling factor that 
determines the size of the plant in all 
cases where storage of the ff Wwa- 
ters is impracticable. 

During the summer of 1902 more ex- 
tensive measurements were made than 
in ary previous yeur.. A hydrographer 
was placed on the trunk stream near 
the mouth of the cafion. He was in 
structed to set up and maintain an 
automatic stream register; to make a 
number of measurements at the point 
selected for the register: and to travel 
up and down the trunk stream during 
the period that the register was main- 
tained and make careful meter meas- 
urements to determine the relative loss 


and gain in the main river between 
points of observation. At the same 
time another hydrographer traveled 


through the upper portion of the drain- 
age basin measuring the principal 
tributaries at available road and trail 
crossings. A programme was arranged 
between these two men so that as far 
as possible the stream and its princi- 
pal tributaries were measured both be- 
low and above on the same day. ‘ 

These synchronous measurements 
were made on the Sacramento, Feath- 
er, Yuba, American, Mokelumne, Stan- 
isilaus, Tuolumne, Merced, San Joaquin, 
Kings, Kaweah, Tule, and Kern rivers. 

Single measurements were also made 
of numerous other streams in Califor- 
nia.

As a result of the survey, several 


facts of marked economic importance 


are shown. A number of streams, in- 
cluding the Malibu and the Topanga, 
drain the precipitous face of the Coust 
Range anu empty into the Pacific 
Ocean. The coast in this vicinity Is 
abrupt and inhospitable, and the water 
supply from these drainage basins is 
not utilized, but is lost in the sea. These 
streams are among the very few in 
Southern California that. are not used 
to any material extent in connection 
with irrigation development. The tope- 
graphic surv develops three impur- 
tant facts concerning these streams: 
First, that their drainage areas are of 
material dimensions; second, that res- 
ervoir sites of large capacity exist 
on their drainage lines, and third, 
that it is possible to divert waters 
from these reservoir sites by a gravity 
canal line along the south face of the 
Coast Range to the fertile foothill 
lands lying between Santa Monica and 
Hollywood, in the suburbs of the city 
of Los Angeles, and even to supply by 
gravity a considerable portion ef the 
of Los Angeles with domestic 
wa er.

Would Have Long Beach Ordinance 

Submitted to the Voters—Carnegie 
Makes Donation for Public Library 
Building—Man Killed Was Mason. 


SANTA MONICA, April 22.—‘‘Shall 
the town go positively ‘dry? is the 
liquor question which will undoubtedly 
“submitted to the voters of Santa 
nica at an early date. The commit- 
tee of twenty-one. composed of a num- 
of local pastors and Frederick H. 
Rindge, and other citizens. had a meet- 
‘ing Tuesday evening. Superintendent 
E. S. Chapman of the Anti-Saloon 
League was present. After a confer- 
ence it was decided to ask the City 
Trustees to call an election on the 
question of adopting a prohibition or- 
dinance, substantially the same as that 
in force in Long. Beach previous to about 
three months ago. The ordinance now 
in’ force in Long Beach has been 
amended to include extremely radical 
restrictions on druggists, which restric- 
tions it is not proposed to incorporate 
in the. ordinance here. 

There was nearly a full atetndance at 
the meeting of the committee of twen- 
ty-one Tuesday night. It is the stated 
purpose of the committee to circulate 
copies of. a petition, asking an election 
on the contemplated ordinance. 

No compromise” is the slogan of the 
committee. 

At tonight's meeting of the City 
Trustees, Rev. H. P. Wilbur, represent- 
ing the committee of twenty-one, asked 
the board to either refuse to reissue 
the present liquor licenses or to not re- 
issue them for any long time. Just 


ordinance was introduced providing, as 
a temporay expedient» that the pres- 
ent liquor licenses should be reissued 
only from month to month. The ordi- 
nance was not adopted, but doubtless 
soon will bei 7 

On being informed that the commit- 
tee of twenty-one proposed to ask the 
board to submit the Long Beach ordi- 
nance, Chairman Dudley said he had 
been informed that that ordinance 
would not stand in court. He said he 
would object to adopting an ordinance 
that would not “hold water.“ 

LAUGHING STOCK. 

The operation of the present liquor 
ordinance has made Santa Monica the 
laughing stock of the State for the past 
two years,” said W. I. Hull. Mr. Hull 
filed a petition, asking the board to re- 
enact the liquor ordinance in force for 
a year after the saloons here were 
closed and keep it in force till the peo- 
ple ask for something different. The 
ordinance asked for in the Hull peti- 
tion was much “tighter” than the pres- 
ent one. 

The board edjourned till Friday 
night without taking further action on 
the liquor matter. 

An ordinance was introduced fixing 
the salaries of city officers, but was not 
adopted. It fixes the following sched- 
ule: City Marshal, $1200 per year: City 
Clerk, $1020 per year; City Assessor, 
$85 per month for three months, and $5 
per month for the remaining nine 
months; City Attorney, $600 per year; 
City Treasurer, $300 per year; City Re- 
corder, $300 per year; fire chief, $120 
per year. 

AS IT WAS IN LONG. BEACH. 

The Long Beach ordinance in the 
form favored by the committee of 
twenty-one makes it apparently un- 
lawful to dispense liquors in any man- 
ner, except by druggists upon physi- 
cians’ prescriptions, and that under 
moderately strict regulations. The or- 
dinance requires diligence by the city's 
peace officers in its enforcement, and 
gives those officers the right of search 
for that purpose. Officers of the Long 
Beach city administration say that the 
ordinance does not prohibit the posses- 
sion or use of liquors in private houses, 

CARNEGIE’'S LIBRARY GIPT.. 

An announcement that Andrew Carne- 
gie had given $12,500 for a public H- 
brary in Santa Monica, was authorised 
today by J. H. Clark. The gift is for 
a building, and is conditional upon a 
site being furnished by the city or by 
other means. Another condition re- 
quires that a minimum of $1250 per 
year shall be contributed to the sup- 
port of the library. It has been shown 
to representatives of the donor that 
the city has been ying about $1800 
per year for the li ry for the past 
five years. A large part of that an- 
nual sum has been expended for new 


books.

WEAK UNION ATTEMPTS TO CON-

Twenty Structural Men Quit Down- 
town Jobs, But Fail to Make a 
Tie-up—Higher Wages and Shorter 
Hours Included in Demand. 


bout twenty union: structural iron 
workers employed by the Baker and 
Liewellyn works did not report for 
work on downtown jobs yesterday 
morning ih an attempt to secure higher 
wages, shorter hours and the complete 
sway of union rules in the two large 
companies. 
Unionizing of the big iron works, 
which have heretofore been open to all 
competent men without prejudice, is the 
main issue, the strike being but inci- 
dental to a movement that has been in 
progress for some months. The in- 
crease in salaries demanded amount to 
nearly 50 per cent. in some cases. e 
union asks for a general minimum rate 
of $3 for a day of eight hours. At pres- 
ent the wages range from 22% to 20 
cents an hour for a day of nine hours. 
The rise would mean from 37% to 4 
cents an hour. 

The strike bids fair to be a complete 
failure, as the employers are deter- 
mined not to recognize the union or 
grant a uniform scale for men of all 
degrees of ability, and the union 
not include any considerable number of 
the iron workers of the city. As illus- 
tration of the futility of an attempted 
tie-up, the u was a to call out’ 
but nine out of 200 men employed by the 
Baker Iron Works, and the proportion 
was about the same at the Lilewellyn 
works. The employers declare they 
will not discharge competent men be- 
cause they do not belong to the union, 
and that they will not make a uniform 
scale, as they have always pursued the 
policy of paying their employés solely 
on the question of individual ability. 
They contend that the scale set down is 
excessive for work that cannot be 
classed as skilled labor. 

The only structures affected by the 
strike were the Union Trust building at 
Fourth and streets, the 
Huntington depot at Sixth and Main 
streets, and the San Gabriel Electric 
block at Third and Los Angeles streets. 
Construction was stopped temporarily 
on the Union Trust building, but a new 
force took up the work on the electric 
company's block, both of these jobs be- 
ing the contracts of the Baker com- 
pany. It is not expected that work on 
the Huntington building will de de- 
layed long. No attempt was made to 
cause trouble in the Union iron Works 
and other companies because the union 
was not strong enough to give any hope 
of success. 1

“I do not deny the right of any set 
of men to organize, and am not antag- 
onizing the union, but I will not under 
any consideration discriminate in their 
favor because of membership in a 
union. Moreover, I consider it unjust 
to deny any man the right to work be. 
cause he does not believe as others, and 
belongs to the union. 

The walkout will not bother us to 
any extent. Only nine men quit, out of 
200, and those were new employés. An

A pair of 
weesers and a pumice smoother 
also be required. er 

It is readily seen that such an outfit 
as this is a very trifling matter and 
quite different from the elaborate “eye- 
brow set” prescribed by some writers 
on the toilet. 


REMEDYING EYEBROW DEFECTS. 
Having procured the implements, the 
next thing is to know how to use them. 
The salve is first to be applied. This is 
to go on at night. It may be a lanoline 
saive or a good pomatum or even a 
pure vaseline, and is to be rubbed 
into the brow with the finger tip. This 
is for use if the eyebrows are thin 
and need to be heavier in order to look 
as they should. Some women dispense 
with the salve and substitute for it 
olive or almond oil. Whatever the un- 
guent, it should be used sparingly and 
well stroked into the eyebrow with the 
finger, rubbing the brow from the nose 
outward. If the eyebrows are thick 
enough but stand up and refuse to Ile 
Straight, one complexion specailist ad- 
vises that they should be stroked the 
right way at night with a brush 
dipped lightly mto a pure mucilage. 
Whichever of the two is employed it 
may be allowed to remain on over 
night, and washed out the next morn- 
ing with warm water and a good tol- 
let soap. The soap may be applied on 
a sponge, and when this has been well 
rinsed it may be used to wash the soap 
out of the brow. Then comes the brush- 
ing, Which should be continued until 
the skin under the hair le stimulated to 


a slight glow. This does not mean that 


* 
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the strokes should be hard, but that 

they should be repeated several times. 

TWEEZERS FOR WANDERING 
HAIRS. 

The woman who has well-shaped eye- 
brows of the right curve and thickness 
will have no need to do more for them 
than to brush them at night and In the 
morning. She may have to keep on the 
lookout for irregularities in their 
growth or for defects that need to be 
remedied, but this will be all. On the 
other hand the woman who has i- 
shaped, irregular brows, too thin ‘tn 
one place, too thick in another, or per- 
haps too faint along their whole line, 
will need some of the other imple- 
ments of the eyebrowt\set. The unfortu- 
nate whose eyebrows are disfigured with 


a brush when going to bed or when 
dressing, a little rubbigg with an oint- 
ment when washing the face on retir- 
ing, an occasional scrutiny of the brows 
with the hand-glass and a little use of 
the tweezers when need is found for 
them—this is all it amounts to. Any 
woman who gives any time beyond that 
required for necessary ,tubbing and 
dressing to the duties of caring for her 
appearance will not notice the addi- 
tional minute or tuo required for 
training or disciplining her eyebrows. 


AVOID “MAKE-UP” EXPEDIENTS. 

I have said nothing about eyebrow 
pencils or other means for darkening 
the brows. The implements for doing 


this may be bought at a drugshop or in

tweezers to pull out the hairs that have 
strayed from the line of beauty. If the 
hairs of her brows are longer in one 
place than another they will have to 
be trimmed with the tiny shgars into 
something more neariy approaching 
symmetery. Should they show a ten- 
dency to meet above the nose the ont- 
lying hairs may be rubbed down with 
the pumice stone. This process, if once 
begun, will have to be continued, for 
the pumice is one of the many depila- 
tories whose work is only temporary. 
The hairs wll grow in again. and the 
rubbing will have to be repeated. 

All these particulars must be prac- 
ticed with great moderation. A woman 
is often so enthusiastic and interested in 
what she is doing that she goes wildlv 
ahead and does not appreciate until 
ioo late she had imparied her good 
looks when she was endeavoring to im- 


— 


prove them. Let her proceed with 
caution when she is handling scissors 
or pumice stone. The brushing and 
anointing can do no harm, and the 
tweezers are comparaticely harmless— 
it hurts too much to pull out hairs, 
for one to be likely to do more tit 
than is necessary. Only when one re- 
sorts to cutting and rubbing down 
disfigurement become a _  possi- 

ty.

There is not space hf this article to 
go at length into the care of the hair. 
It is a subject that ise much written 
upon and will probably be of interest 
as long as Women wear hair. The ex- 
pedients for cleansing and thickening 
the hair are many,, and one Gan hardly 
take up a Sunday paper without read- 
ing something about them. Today I 
deal with none of these, but only with 
a few means of making the hair curly 
without resorting to hot irons, These, 
if persisted in, are bound, sooner or 
later, to injure the hair. But there are 
other ways of producing wavy and 
curly effects, and it is as well to know 
of them. 
CURLING HAIR WITHOUT IRONS. 

One of the simplest means of making 
the hair curly is to shampoo it with 
a suds of castile soap and warm water, | 
to which has been added carbonate of 
potash in the proportion of twenty 
grains of this to a quart of the sham- 


poo mixture. The hair may then be 
put up on curlers or wavers, and the 


crimp thus secured will be quite as j 


satisfactary as any gained by the use 
of a hot iron, while the effect upon the 
hair will be far less injurious. , 

But one does not care to go in for a | 
thorough shampoo every time one 
wishes one’s hair waved. Excessive 
shampooing is not good. 

I read an amusing story the other 
day of a young man who confided to a 
girl the shock he had had in hearing 
another girl say that she took a sham- 
poo only once in two or three weeks. 
“I thought really nice girls washed 
their hair every morning when they 
took their tubs,” he said. 

Even at the risk of not being con- 
sidered a real nice girl.“ one cannot 
shampoo every day. But one can make 
a mixture that will help wave the part 
of the hair one wishes curly by dis- 
solving ten grains of carbonate of pot- 
ash In a half pint of strong black tea. 
This may be brushed into the hair that 
is to be waved with a small brush that 
comes for the purpose, and when the 
hair is well moistened it may be put 
up in the waves or crimps that are de- 
siréd. 

THE “POMPADOUR” COMB. 

While a certain amount of fullness is 
still desirable in the hair that waves 
back from the face—it is an exceptional 
woman who looks well with ber hair 
parted and brushed smoothly down— 
the times are happily going by of the 
extreme pompadour. It was never 
really pretty or becoming in its ex- 
eggerated form, and it is well done 
with. But the so-called “pompadour”’ 
comb still has its fleld of usefulness. 
With it the hair is combed back lightly 
from the face and the long pointed 
handle is used to thrust into it after it 
is smooth and to lift it up and give the 
look of lightness that comes when the 
hair is released from too close pack- 
ing after brushing or combing. 

A new method of applying a tenic 
to the scalp is shown in the cut. This 
is nothing more or less than an ordi- 
nary oil can, such as is used in oiling 
machinery. The tonic is put in this, 
the hair is parted with the fingers, and 
the tonic, expelled with some force by 
the pressure of the fingers on the bot- 
tom of the can, reaches the scalp more 
proniptly and effectively than if put on 
with a brush. After it is on the scalp 
is aged with the fingers.
